HARD ON M'ARTHUF 


SECRETARY ROOT HAS TAKEN 
CHARGE OF CAMPAIGN. 


TOO MANY FILIPINO VICTORIES 


He Has Been Instructed to So Concen- 
trate His Forces That When At- 
tacked -Resistance Can Be 
Made. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 6—Secretary Root 
found it necessary some days ago to issue 
special instructions to Major-General Mac- 
Arthur, Governor-General of the Philip- 
pines, regarding the conduct of the cam- 
paign in Luzon. 

These instructions were due to dissatis- 
faction over the successful operations of 
the Filipinos. Gen. MacArthur's policy 
was to scatter the troops over a wide range 
of territory, carrying out in this way the 
policy initiated by Gen. Otis. Filipinos as- 
sembied in sufficiently large numbers to 
'make vigorous assaults upon American gar- 
'risons who, in some instances, suffered dis- 
‘tinct reverses, 

The War Department is understood to 
have directed Gen. MacArthur to prevent 
further successful operations by collect- 
ing his troops in sufficient force to destroy 
any bands with which they may come in 
conflict. No important insurgent operations 
have occurred for some days, and it is be- 
lieved the execution of the department's 
instructions is responsible for this. 

Gen. MacArthur's friends say he ts hand!- 
capped by the absence of troops in China, 
but the Fourteenth Infantry left Taku on 
Saturday for Manila. Other regiments will 
follow, and Gen. MacArthur will have about 
70,000 men with whom to inaugurate a cam- 
paign against the insurgents. 

Adjutant-General Corbin has received 
from Judge Taft, president of the Philip- 
pine commission, a dispatch forwarding 4 
message from Senor Buencamino, formerly 
‘secretary of foreign affairs in Aguinaldo’s 
cabinet. The message was telegraphed to 
the president. 

It is understood that Senor Buencamino, 
besides unreservedly accepting American 
sovereignty, .submits a proposition to or- 
ganize a Ferce of Filipinos to make war 
upon the supporters of his former chief.

A RIGHT ROYAL QUEEN. 


Since the days of Semiramis, who was athletic as well as 
good looking as a Queen should be, no royal lady has done a 
more queenly act thah Amelic, Queen of Portugal. 

As described in Monday’s Post-Dispatch, Queen Amelie saw 
a man drowning. He was not of noble bilood—merely a boat- 
man. The Queen did not scréam or shout “What, ho, my 
good retainers, to the rescue!” She just jumped into the 
water, in the most natural way, swam to the boatman’'s side 
and held him up until her attendants could reach them. 

Queen Amelie is a Frenchwoman by birth, a daughter of the 
Count of Paris. She is of middle age, and is the mother of 
two children. She was about as unknown to the world as a 
fourth-rate opera singer until this event, which has sud- 
denly made her famous. 

The other unknown royalties of Europe should take note of 
Amelie’s action. They may go on laying foundation stones

With these admissions of Democratic gains in the former | 
doubtful states it is difficult for sensible observers to accept | 
advance claims of Republican majorities in other states which 
were Democratic four years ago and where vote-winning is 
necessary.

Assuming that there will not be 
a landslide the contest narrows down to the question whether | 
or not the Republicans can hold the pivotal states of New 
York and Indiana. If they cannot, it Is fair to presume that 
they cannot win in any doubtful or former Democratic state. 
If they do hold them with good pluralities the Democrats are 
not likely te be able to overcome so great a Republican ad- 
vantage. 

The states of first Importance, therefore, are New York | 
and Indiana. Watch them. Next in interest and importance 
because they are regarded as fighting ground and because 
they offer possibilities of success with combinations includ- 
ing either New York or Indiana, are Illinois, Ohio, Maryland, 
West Virginia, Delaware and Kentucky. 

By reason of the new problems of far reaching importance, 
the contest ts one of the most interesting in American his- 
tory. . It may result in vital changes of American policy anid 
methods of government.
